VESSEL 
ALMOST Clh IN TWO. 


Story of the Wreck o( the Mary P. Mosquita 


as Related by Her Captain. 


Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 19.—There was 


great rejoicing in the Portuguese section 
of this city yesterday over the arrival 
home of Captain Joseph P. Mosquita and 
crew of the schooner Mary P. Mosquita, 
which was run down by the Cunard'er 
Baxonia about 27 miles south southeast 
of Thatcher's island on Oct. 27. The men 
arrived In Boston yesterday 
on the 


steamer Ultonia, from Liverpool, to 
which port they were carried after tha 
vessel foundered. 
Captain Mosquita, 


who was seen soon after his arrival here, j 
related the following story of the disas- 
ter: 


"We became engaged in market fisKins; 


on the Georges. We had secured a. good 
fare and headed for home Oct. 25. C-.lsn 
weather was experienced until the 27th. 
On that date, at 6 p. m., the Mosquita was 
lying beealmed, our course being north- 
northwest. The "weather was foggy at 
the time, and our foghorn was being 
Bounded three times every half minute. ' 


"The watch reported that he hear^a 


Bteamer's whistle. I immediately pro- 
cured a torch and waved it from fij.e 
deck. The steamer's green light cotifs 
plainly be seen, but suddenly it dlsajfi 
peared and a red light shon« out in fta 
place. Being becalmed it was impossible 
for us to do anything with our vessed. J 
ordered the port boat lowered, and while 
this was being done the Sajconia struck US 
Just forward of the main rigging on the 
starboard side, cutting clean into t^e 
hatches. The force of the collision ca,t- 
ried us along for a quarter of a mile bs- 
fore we stopped. Meanwhile the crstr 
got Into the boat. After stopping th«! 
Saxonia reversed her screw and withi-- 
half a minute after clearing from tn- 
sehooTier the latter sank, going down bow 
Srst. 


"Fourteen of the crew piled into th- 


dory, and it fortunately being caJm &'.\ 
were picked up by the Saxonia's boat, a{ 
was also another of the crew, Antonio 
Rozo, who was in the water. All the men 
were saved except Alfred Brown, who it 
is thought was crushed to death in ths 
collision. After the rescue the Saxoiria 
kept o-n her course, landing the men at 
Liverpool."

Manila, Nov. 19.—Two hundred! bolo-

Last week witnessed a very consider- 


able increase in rebel and American ac- 
tivity in the field. Many skirmishes oc- 
curred, and several small engagements 
In northern and southern Luzon. Tha 
termination of the, rains permits a re- 
sumption of operations on both side's. 


The Americana are undertaking a. series 


of aggressive movements against the in- 
surgents, notably upon the island of 
Samara, against General Lukban, whose 
forces hold the entire Island with the ex- 
ception of three coast towns, each of 
which is garrisoned by two companies of 
the Twenty-ninth infantry and a platoon 
of artillery. 


The rebels are continually shooting Into 


the sarrlsoned towns and oui- forces have 
not been sufficient to retaliate effectiveSy. 
Commerce in Samara has been at astand- 
stin, and most of the influential inhabi- 
tants have departed. General Hare has 
arrived there and will proceed energeti- 
cally to crush Genera.l Lukban; Mean- 
while United States gunboats will patrol 
the coast to prevent the escape of the 
Insurgent leader. Lukban still holds 
three members of the Forty-third regi- 
ment prisoners. 


General Whaatop, commanding In the 


department of northern Luzon, is sending 
reinforcements to General Young's prov- 
inces, where the natives, under General 
Tinio, and Aglipay, th« excommunicated 
Filipino priest, are showing signs of rest- 
lessness, deserting the domiciles 
they 


ha-vs occupied during the rainy season 
and joining under compulsion of fear the 
Insurgents in the mountains. 


Notable among the week's engagementg 


was General Grant's advance with Ma- 
cabebe and American scouts upon a 
rebel stronghold S5 mile* north of Manila, 
which was defended by 200 insurgents 
armed with rifles. After skirmishing and 
fighting for the greater part of a day and 
Btight ths enemy was dislodged from the 
mountain fastness, and immense quan- 
tities of rice and stores, with consider- 
able ammunition, were destroyed. Fifty 
Filipinos were killed and many others 
wounded. The insurgents carried off 
their deadi. The American losses were 
11 privates stnd one officer wounded, and 
ona Macabebe killed. 


Lieutenant Alstaeter of the engineers, 


who was captured by the insurgents in 
Luzon last September, has sent, with the 
permission at his captors, a letter to Ma- 
nila asking for food, money and clothing, 
which will be forwarded, to him by a na- 
tive runner. His health Is broken and 
his release problematical. 


General MacArthur has gone to Subig 


Bay with Admiral Remey en.the United 
States cruiser Brooklyn for the purpose 
of examining the locality. It is probable 
that 1800 marines, no>w in Philippine wa- 
ters, will be used to relieve certain army 
posts, rendering the relieved soldiers 
available for other and more urgent 
duties. It is understood that General 
MacArthur is considering the question 
of establishing more marines in the vi- 
cinity of Subigr. He is expected to return 
here tomorrow. 


Although nsws and commercial mes-

Bank Official Stole Over 


$200,000 Before lie 


Was Detected 


Cincinnati, Nov. 19.—The German Na- 


tional bank at Navport, Ky., waa taken 
possession of by United States Bank Ex- 
aminer Tucker yesterday and he posted 
a notice that the bank would remain 
closed pend&g an examination. Exam- 
iner Tucker also announced unofficially 
that Frank M. Brown, the individual 
bookkeeper and assistant cashier, waa 
missing and that a partial investigation 
showed that Brown, was short about 
$201,000. 


Brown had been with the bank IS years, 


was one of the most trusted men ever 
connected with this old bank, and it is 
stated by the experts that his peculations 
extended back as far as 10 years. 
Tha 


capital stock of the bank is only $100.000. 
Brown's alleged shortage is double that 
amount and more than the reserve and 
all the assets, incfludAag the real estate. 
The First National bank of Newport waa 
wrecked two years ago by Cashier Yout- 
sey and now, with the German National 
closed, Newport has only one bank left. 


For two weeks there bave been rumors 


that Brown was short and some deposi- 
tors withdrew their accounts. 
Threa 


weeks ago the bank examiners made a 
good statement for the bank, and the of- 
ficers and directors allayed suspicion by 
referring to the report of this examina- 
tion and to their last statemernt. Last 
Wednesday Brown left and it was an- 
nounced that he had gone hunting on a. 
vacation. He got a ticket for Odlin, Ills., 
hut it is learned n*ro that he did not go 
there, and it is generally believed that ha 
ts out of this country with plenty 
of 


money In has possession. 


It is learned that Brown was suspended 


last Tuesday, pending an investigation, 
and) the experts have been at work all the 
paat week while the officers and directors 
bave been making announcement that 
everything was all right. Last Friday 
the officers and directors, over their own 
names, published in the papers of tbla 
city a statement that the bank had been 
found to be all right, and that the rumors 
about Brown were false. They continued 
making these statements to the press as 
late as midnight Saturday, but the state- 
ments were not ±er«ted by The Com- 
mercial Tribune, which exposed the al- 
leged defalcation and caused a panic in 
Newport yesterday so that the bank had 
to be taken in charge by the examiner. 


Brown, It is alleged, was living a. fast 


Itf e with win*, women and gambling in 
his repertoire. His career was not cut 
phort by any discovery a.t the bank until 
a jealous woman betrayed him. 


Brown is a wiSower, Tvith one son, aged 


10 yeai*, who lives with Brown's father, 
•x-mayor of Newport. Last summer 
Brown visited Yellowstone park and 
Cincinnati woman wanted to accompany 
him, but this was denied her. When she 
ascertained some time afterward that 
another woman was with Brown on hd3 
western trip ths Cincinnati woman gave 
the bank officials some information that 
brought about a crisis. The only fare- 
well letter that Brown is known to have 
left was to this woman, and in this letter 
he admits that he had securedi about all 
that he could get, and that the time had 
come to say farewell. Brown, it ie said, 
was a great poker player, with the limit 
never too high, and he had been a plunge!

Match For the Uommiee of ttte 


; Mam'* Life—Inatanee* of the Martyr 


President'* TTlt and Repartee Cited 
by the Sptuker. 
Joseph H. Choate, the United States 


embaseador to Great Britain, tht other 
evening delivered the Inaugural lec- 
ture at^the Philosophical Institution of 
Edinburgh, taking as his theme "The, 
Career'and Character of Abraham Lin- 
coln." 


Ambassador Choate in the course of 


his address said: 


"During his brief term of power* ho 


was probably the object of more abuse, 
vilification and ridicule than any other 
mau in the world, but when he fell 
by the hand of an Wsiasein, at the 
very moment of his stupendous vic- 
tory, all the nations of the earth vied 
with one another In paying homage 
to his character, and the 35 years that 
hare since elapsed have established 
his place in history as one of the great 


vb»nefactors, not of his own country 
aloue, but of the human race. Fiction 
can furnish DO match for the romance 
of bis life, and biography will be 
searched In Tain for eueh startling vi- 
jcissltudes of fortune, so great power 
and glory won out of such humble be- 
ginnings and adrer** circumstances. 


"Doubtless you are rJl familiar with 


the salient points of his extraordinary 
career. In the zenith of his fame he 
was the wise, patient, courageous, suc- 
cessful ruler of men, exercising more 
power than any monarch of hie time, 


" not for himself, bJt fur the good of the 
people who had placed It in his hands; 
commander in chief of a vast military 
power, which waged with ultimate 
success the greatest war of the cen- 
tury; the triumphant champion of popu- 
lar government; the deliverer of 4,000,- 
000 of his fellow men from bondage; 
honored by mankind as statesman, 
president and liberator. 


"My professional brethren will natu- 


rally ask me how could this rough 
backwoodsman, whose youth had been 
spent in the forest or on the farm and 
flatboat, without culture and training, 
education or study, by the random 
reading on the wing of a- few miscel- 
laneous lawbooks, become a learned 
and accomplished lawyer? 
Weil, he 


never did. He never would have earn- 
ed his salt as a writer for The Signet 
nor have won a. place as advocate in 
the court of sessions, where the tech- 
nique of the profession has reached its 
•highest perfection and centuries of 
learning and precedent are Involved in 
the equipment of a lawyer. 


"But not 10 in Illinois m 1840. Be- 


tween 1830 and l&SO its population in- 
creased twentyf-olfl, and when Lincoln 
began practicing law in Springfield in 
1837 life in IUta«ls was vary crude and 
simple, and so were the courts and the 
administration of justice. Books and 
libraries were scarce. But the people 
loved justice, upheld the law and fol- 
lowed the courts. 


"It was in pojirienl controversy, of 


jcourse, that h» acquired his wide repu- 
tation and made his deep and lasting 
impression upon the people of what 
had now become the powerful state of 
Illinois auA upon the people of the 
great west, to whom the political pow- 
er and control of the United States 
were already stvrrfy and swiftly pass- 
ing from tl>» older eastern states. It 
was this rapirtation and this impres- 
sion aud the familiar knowledge of his 
character, which had come to them 
from hia local leadership, that happily 
Inspired the people of the west to p're- 
eent him aa their candidate and to 
press him upon the Republican conven- 
tion of 1800 as the fit and necessary 
leader in the struggle for life which 
was before the nation. 


"And now-, at the age of 51, this 


child of the wilderness, this farm la- 
borer, rail splitter, flatboatman, this 
surveyor, lawyer, orator, statesman 
and patriot, found himself elected by 
the great party which was pledged to 
prevent at all hazards the further ex- 
tension of slavery afs the chief magis- 
trate of the republic, boutid to carry 
oat that purpose, to be the teader and 
ruler of the nation in Its moat trying 
tour. 


"History has recorded how Lincoln 


bore himself these four frightful years; 
that he was the real president, the re- 
sponsible and actual head of the gov- 
ernment through it all; that he listen- 
ed to all advice, heard all parties and 
then, always realising his responsibili- 
ty to God and the nation, decided 
every great executive question for him- 
self. 
, 


"A whole Bight might be spent In re- 


counting the stories of his wit, humor 
and harmless sarcasm. But I will re- 
call only two of his sayings, both about 
General Grant, whe always toned plen- 
ty of enemies and critics to urge the 
president to oust him from his com- 
mand. 


"One, I am sure, will Interest all 


Scotchmen. They repeated! with mali- 
cious Intent the axxsip that Grant 
drank. 'What does he drinkr asktd 
Lincoln. TTlilflky,' was, of course, tho 
answer. Doubtless yon can mess the 
brand. 'Weil.' Mid the president, 'lost 
find out what particular kind he uses, 
and I'll st»4 a barrel to eacb of my 
other generals.'

a grand display of these meteors re- 
gularly occurred every 33 years and as- 
tronomers will have to seek an ade- 
quate cause for their non-appearance 
in any considerable number 111 1900. 
While heir aberration at this late day 
day awaits solution, it is interesting to 
note that the displacement of the Le- 
onids from their normal track explodes 
and shatters the old dictum of Ihe 
sceptics that "all things continue as 
they were from the beginning of crea- 
tion."—New York Herald.

coal consumed. This of itself is a nota- 
ble achievement, and already the offi- 
cials of a street railroad in New York 
city are negotiating to utilize the in- 
vention in heating their cars this win- 
ter. 


But to apply the principle to the In- 


dustrial field, to make* it run the 
mighty engines of manufacture, to pro- 
pel steamships, to drive heavily laden 
locomotives and to reduce the cost of 
electricity to a nominal point are the 
problems upon which Mr. Edison is 
now at work. Already he has applied 
his compressed air device to several 
steam drills and one engine with splen- 
did results. 


Upon the well known principle that 


compressed air heated to a tempera- 
ture of 450 degrees Fahrenheit has 
twice its original power rests the 
power of this simple yet wonderful 
device. Two chambers, one Inclosing 
the other, are the essential parts of the 
heater, varying in size according to the 
volume of coal used. 


For example, an outer chamber 15 


Inches in diameter is quite large 
enough for use in a street car, pro- 
vided the coal supply be replenished 
twice or at most three times during 
the 24 hours. 
The Inner chamber, 


smaller by two inches than Its cover, 
Is constructed with strong walls equip- 
ped to withstand a mlgnty heat pres- 
sure. Circulating air cools the walls of 
the outer chamber, which as a resnlt 
may be made thinner and lighter. 


This outer chamber is connected by 


a pipe with a reservoir of compressed 
air.' On the opposite side of the cham- 
ber at the top Is 
another 
pipe, 


through which the air Is carried with 
all its giant driving power to the en- 
gine which is to be operated. 


Compressed air has a force of 100 


feet to the square inch, which would 
be the force exerted by this current of 
compressed air from the reservoir to 
the point of application without the ap- 
plication of heat But from the pipe 
connecting the compressed air reser- 
voir with the outer chamber of the de- 
vice there Is a small branch pipe lead- 
ing to the bottom of the inner cham- 
ber. By a simple mechanical arrange- 
ment the main pipe may be choked off 
and the compressed air carried down 
intu the inner chamber, reducing the 
pressure from 100 feet per square inch 
to 98 feet 


The coal is in this Inner chamber and 


the 2 per cent of air feeds the combus- 
tion, making it gradual, but complete. 
Redhot are the walls of the toner 
chamber, but the walls of the outer 
chamber, cooled by vertical air cur- 
rents, are only comfortably warm to 
the touch of a bare hand. 


There is no outlet for the smoke and 


gases which accumulate In the inner 
chamber except a small pipe which 
opens into the large pipe through which 
the power is transmitted direct to the 
engine that is being operated. ' Enor- 
mous heat and almost trebled power 
are the results. Not more than 1 per 
cent of the entitle energy stored in the 
coal Is lost. 


It is reported that the revolutionary 


Idea which promises to work economic 
wonders in this new device was sug- 
gested to Mr. Edison by a little Chinese 
foot warmer. It was one of the tiny 
motal sort, into which you put a burn- 
ing lump of pulp charcoal no bigger 
than a rifle ball and which generates 
beat for a week or more. A small bole 
In one end of the metal cylinder al- 
lows the air to enter. Another needle 
point hole at the opposite end permits 
the gases of combustion to escape. 


One of these foot warmtrs helped 


Mr. Edison to the utilization of a prin- 
ciple which he had been striving vain- 
ly for months to reduce to practical ap- 
plication. Up to the appearance of this 
oriental toy on the scene Mr. Edlsoa 
has been wondering how he could burn 
coal under a chamber of compressed 
air and at the same time avoid the 
mighty and seemingly Inevitable es- 
cape of energy up the chimney.

She got a look 
at Fort Myers and saw enough of the 
legations to appreciate the horrors of 
the siege beyond the point that her 
concern had pictured It

The Bridge 
of Spain carries the greater part of the 
traffic, and those who receive their 
mall by general delivery will find that 
location as satisfactory and central as 
they could wish. 


The mail can be brought in from the 


mail steamers on launches right up to 
the institution, and tt will reach the 
' people much more quickly than by the 


methods now nsed in transferring It up 
town from the office of the captain of 
the port.

Guiseppe Germenara, another of the 
party, came to the aid of Mancuso. and 
took the revolver away from Sorrento. 
As he did so, his lip was bitten, a 
piece of the flesh being bitten out. 


Sorrento was finally overpowered and- 


ejected. 
A few minutes afterwards 


Antonli'o di Gregario, another of the 
party, saw Sorrento in the yard load- 
ing another revolver. No more shots 
were fired, however. 
* Meanwhile s'ome boys who heard the 
shooting had telephoned the police, and 
several 
officers responded. Sorrento 


had disappeared by that time, and offi- 
cers were sent inl search of him. Sor- 
rento had gone to the house where he 
roomed on Furnace street, but had 
left within a few moments.

•seat of government at Wuhington. 
promises to be a notable day in too 
annals of tbe city. Preparations for 
the celebration arc progressing rapidly, 
says the Washington Post. 
Meeting* 


have been held by all of the 12 commit- 
tees composed of nearly 2,000 repre- 
sentative citizens, and the Innumerable 
details connected with the celebration 
are well in hand. 


The ceremonies will comprise as their 


chief feature exercises at the White 
House, a military and naval parade to 
the capitol, exercises in the house of 
representatives and a reception at the 
Corcoran Art gallery In the evening. 
Exercises at the executive mansion 
•will commence promptly at 10 o'clock, 
and arrangements are being made un- 
der the direction of Mr. John Joy Bd- 
son, who has three or four rice chair- 
men to assist him. One of them will 
look after the governors, another the 
senators, another the members of the 
house of representatives and the fourth 
the invited guests. Among the guests 
invited are four great-grandsons of 
John Adams, who occupied the White 
House 100 years ago. 
v 


An attractive programme has been 


arranged which will Include several ad- 
dresses by prominent personages. Hon. 
H. 3. F. Maefarland, president of th« 
board of District commissioners and 
chairman of the citizens' committee, 
will tell what has been accomplished 
during the century, and Colonel Theo- 
dore Bingaam, superintendent of pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, will tell of 
the changes which have been made 
since the original White House was 
constructed. At least two of the gov- 
ernors will speak, representing either 
the Democratic and Republican parties 
or the east and west. Governor Thom- 
as of Colorado, who attended the meet- 
Ing of the centennial committee in 
Washington some months ago, has 
been mentioned, and Governor Theo- 
dore Roosevelt of New York may also 
make an adrlrees. 


In connection with this portion of the 


day's proceedings an attractive feature 
will be the model of the proposed new 
White House, which will be placed on 
exhibition for the first time in the east 
room. 
Congress appropriated 
$6,000 


for the preparation of this model, ami 
It is new In cotfrse of construction un- 
der direction of Colonel Binjrhaia. Ia 
his remarks the latter will speak of th? 
model. It in expected to be very elabo- 
rate, being about 25 by 18 feet, and will 
contain in miniature every pane ot 
glass aud every column. Drawinga of 
the various apartments will also be ex- 
hibited on the wails.

Foot guard of Hartford -will come a* 
an escort, and a Continental troop from 
Boston will make the trip. 
Several 


veteran organizations will also be in 
line. The Grand Army of the Republic 
promises t» turn out a large force, and 
the Union Veteran^' union will have' 
uniformed {nen in line. The Spanish 
War veterans will also be represented. 
It has been decided to have an escort 
of mounted citizen*, as on most occa- 
sions of the kind.-amd it has been prac- 
tically decided to have them precede 
the ' president nnd other distinguished 
personages, who will ride in carriages. 
There will be about 200 of them, and 
tfiey will follow immediately in the 
rear of mounted police. 


Arriving at the east front of the cap- 


itol, the president and cabinet and such 
governors as are not mounted, with 
their staffs, will step on a small plat- 
form and review the troops. Then tbe 
party will pass into the capitol for the 
exercises to be held in the hall of the 
house of representatives. The speaker 
of the house will call the gathering to 
order and then turn' the garel over to 
Senator Fryp, the president pro tern- 
pore of the sanate, as presiding officer. 
Three senators and three members of 
the house will make speeches here, 
dealing with the removal of the nation- 
al capital to Washington.

Instances of poisoning from the eatins 


of canned meats have become quite com- 
mon. 
Although it may be possible that 


in some instances the ill effects result 
from metaii\c poisoning, iu a great ma- 
jority of cases the poisonous substances 
are formed by putrefactive changes. In 
many cases it is probnbl* that decompo- 
sition begins after the can has been open- 
ed by the consumer, in others the canning 
is imperfectly done, and putrefaction is 
far advanced before the food reaches the 
consumer. 
In still other instances the 


meat may have been taken from diseased 
animals, or it nay have undergone putre- 
factive changes before the canning. It 
should always be remembered that can- 
ned meat is especially liable to putrefac- 
tive changes after tbe can has been open- 
ed, and when the contents of tbe open 
can are not consumed at once the remain- 
der should be kept in a cold place) or 
should be thrown away.— Victor C.

"When I was collecting specimens of 


plants and animals in Xaeatecas," said 
the noted Dr. Maximilian Schumann, "I 
had an experience with rattlesnakes 
which came near b*ing the death of me." 


The doctor is the Balgian explorer and 


naturalist who went through Africa, and 
in telling of his adventures he said: 


"I had gone a day's journey on horse- 


back from the city of Zaeateeat to the 
southeast to examine some old' Toltec 
ruins there. These are known M the 
Quemada ruins. They are very «ten- 
iire. I got there late at night. I had 
shot a couple of doe on the way and had 
thrown them across my pack animal. 


"On my arrival within the ruins I lit a 


fire to get my supp«r, after which I 
epread my blanket and lay down. la tbe 
morning, when I woke up, I threw my 
hand outside of tbe blanket, and it al- 
most touched a big poisonous rattlesnake, 
I escaped by the merest chance. Look- 
ing toward my feet, wkat was my aston- 
ishment to see rattlesnakes all over the 
blankets. There were no less than sir of 
them, besides the one that had tnisw-d my 
hand. 


"The reptiles were not the Orotalus 


horridas, or diamond crotalus, known in 
California, but the Crotalui milarius* 
found in the hot resioos. They are very 
poisoneuB. When I had lit my fire in the 
evening, I could not see the snakes, 
which, I presume, had crept along the 
walla. 


"The altitude of Zaeatecas and the eld 


ruins ii between 7,000 and 8,000 fe«t,. 
and it gets Quite cold at night. My fir* 
was wkat uadeubtedly attracted them. 
When they get out toward it, they found 
my bed, and, diuwmmj the warm blan- 
keti, crawltd up on them aad w.*at to 
•le»p. I have always thought it was al- 
most miraenleus tkat I escaped being bitx 
ten. As I did not want the snakes, hav- 
ing already all I waatetl, I killed them 
and nailed them all to the adobe wall 
With my card OB each. 


"Tha lizard* Rnd othtr reptiles which I 


got thr.-e I salted away in casks acd for- 
•vriu-clecl to Europe. It is a general belief 
niEonc the Indians, notably among the 
Creeks, Cherokeee and Choeta^rs in In- 
dian Territory, where I was for a tira«, 
that if one is bitten by a rattlesnake all 
he has to do to prevent fatality is to oat 
the snake. But I never discovered any 
virtue in this. The be*t remedy is to im- 
mediately bind a thong above the wound 
EO that tbe poison cannot circulate high- 
er. Then cut an incision below the wound 
•and squcczp out as much blood as possi- 
ble. Then if to the wound h made an 
application of potash or any alkali there 
is almost no danger." — San Francisco 
Call.

If to, the ques- 
tion arises. What becomes of the residue? 
Physical research leads us to believe that 
keat canaet be destroyed, but only trans- 
formed, yet many persona ncf-m to think 
that this heat vanishes like a ghost with- 
out transformation and witliutit produc- 
ing any elect. This may be- EO, but it is 
so much opposed to physical analogies 
that WP fbould be slow to r.rcrpt it unless 
on the bacis of definite observations 
which, I thijsk It will be admitted, are not 
at present forthcoming. 


Nor ran we confine the question to the 


sun. The lots of radiant boat must (on 
tbe theory wbich I am now considering* 
extend to all the stars. A liirjtrr portion 
of ths hfat of some of them ii no doubt 
intercepted by other bodies, but some of 
It must escape— vanish. The whole uni- 
verse is losing heat, or at least it is los- 
ing motion, for the supply of heat may be 
temporarily kept up by the conversion of 
motion iato keat — as, far example, by a 
bombardment of meteorites. But tbat a 
goed part of the radiant heat vanishes, 
thus lessening the total amount erf forte — 
of heat and its equivalents— In the uni- 
verse, seems to he a common opinion. 
This theory, however (for of course ev- 
erything on the subject is theory), will 
strike natmy ef your readers as unsatis- 
factory for physical, not metaphysical or 
theological, reasons. But if this heat be 
not lost wbat becomes of it? 


If the sun's rays and those of the stars 


always met with some material body, 
however great its distance mig'at be, tne 
problem would be solved. There would 
be no loss of heat to the universe. The 
sun may at present be radiating move 
than it receives and, consequently, cool- 
ing, but in traveling through space it 
may reaeh ether regions in \rhich these 
conditions will b* reversed. But it stems 
plain that if this be the case the greater 
part of th* bodies which encounter the 
solar heat are dark bodies, or else that 
there is an absorption of light in passing 
through the ether. 
Such an absorption 


of light and heat by the ether, es main- 
tained, I believe, by the great observer 
Struve, woujd equally solve the problem, 
for the light and heat thus absorbed 
could mot be lost and would probably be 
given back by the ether to material 
bodies in se-Be mimier not yet tracer:. 
Otherwise it would chance the properties 
of the ether.

The local correspondent of the Spring 


field Sunday Republican writes: 


It looks now as if one of the things 


the city will have to provide for in the 
nlear future is an increase of the police 
force, which is rather small for a city 
of this size and character, and the 
ampunt of work that has to be done. 
With a population of over 24,000, the 
police force consists of only 16 men, in- 
cluding the chief and two captains, 
which is a smaller number, in propor- 
tion to population, than is employed by 
most cities. . 
i 


The rule in this state, for cities 'of 


less than 100,000 population, is one po- 
lice officer for every 1000 inhabitants, 
and it will therefore be seen that this 
city has only two-thirds cf the number 
considered necesssary as a rule. Pitts- 
field, with a smaller population, has 
several more officers, and there 
are 


probably few places in the state where 
there are fewer policemen in proportion 
to the inhabitants than in this city. 


Previous conditions have also been 


changed by the granting: of five more 
licenses, making 24 places in all where 
liqu'or is sold. No one will pretend to 
say that an increase of saloons does 
not call for increased police protection1, 
and were the number of officers is al- 
ready below the recognized limit it 
would seem that something- should be 
done to correct the inequality without 
unnecsssary delay. 


Ariother thing that makes a strong 


police ntecessary is the fact that North 
Adams is- a live business center, hav- 
ing, like all such cities, a large floating 
population. It is not only the unruly 
element of the city that the officers 
have to look out for, but that of all the 
region round about for, from 12 to 20 
miles. A large number of the persons 
arrested every year, ankl who help to 
swell the list that gives the city a 
somewhat unsavory reputation in quar 
ters where the circumstances are not 
understood, belong in other places, but 
this does not affect the situation, so far 
as the necessity of an adequate force 
is concerned. 


It sometimes seems also SLS if the 


criminals of other cities start for North 
Adams at 'once after the commission of 
their crimes. Why they should do this 
is a mystery, as they are almost in- 
variably arrested very scon after ar- 
riving, but still they continue to come. 
Murderers, horse thieves, burglars and 
desperate characters of almost every 
stripe from other places figure in the 
list of North Adams arrests in con- 
siderable nKimbers almost every year, 
and all this helps to make work for 
the plolice, who have done remarkably 
well in the past, 
considering all the 


conditions. 


There has not yet been any agitation 


in favor of increasing the force, but it 
is certain that such an increase cannot 
long be delayed, if the city is to have 
the protection to which it is entitled. 
The increased receipts from licenses 
will more than pay the extra expenlse, 
and whenever a call shall be made for 
more officers it will undoubtedly have 
the approval 'of a large majority of the 
people of the (Jity.
